Thete iflands are genera!!y long and nar- 
row ; they are formed by a narrow bar of 
land, inclofing the fea within it; general- 
ly, perhaps always, with fome channel of 
ingrefs at leaft to the tide; commonly with 
an opening capable of receiving a canoe, 
and frequently fufficient to admit even Jarg- 
er vetlels.. 

Tae origin of thefe iflands will explain 
their nature. What led me firft to this 
deduction was an obfervation of Abdul 
Roobin, a Ssoloo pilot ; that allthe iflands, 
lying of the north eak coatt of Borneo, had 
fhoa's s@pelipeaitward of them. 

Txre‘e iflands veing covered to the weft- 
ward by Borneo, the winds from that 
quarter do not attack them with violence. 
But the northeaft winds, tumbling billows 
from a wide ocean, heap up the coral with 
which thofe feas are fil'ed. This, obvious 
after ftorms, is perhaps at ail other times 
imperceptibly effected. 

Tse coral banks, raifed in the fame man- 
ner, become dry. Thefe banks are found 
of all depths, at all diftances from fhore, 
enrirely wnconnected with the land, and 
detached from each other: althoughit often 
happens that they. are divided by a narrow 
gut without bottom. 

Coral banks alfo grow, by a quick pro- 
greflion, towards the furface; but the wind, 
heaping up the coral from deeper water, 
chiefly acceilerates the formation of thefe 
into thoals and iflands. They become 
gradually fthallower; and when once the 
fea meets with refiftance, the coral 1s quick- 
ly thrown up by the force of the waves brak- 
ing againft the bank; and hence it is that, 
there is fcarce an inftance of a coral bank 
having fo little water that a large fhip can- 
not pafs over, but aboat would ground on 
it. 

I have feen thefe coral banks in all ftages ; 
fome in deep water, others with a few 
rocks appearing above the furface, fome 
jut formed into iflands, without the leaf 
appearance of vegetation, and others from 
fuach as have a tew weeds on the highet 
part, to thofe which are covered with large 
timber, with a bottomlefs fea at a piltoi-fhot 
diitance. 

The locfe coral, rolled inward by the 
billows in large pigs, will ground, and 
the reflux being unable to carry then away, 
they become a BaF to coagulate the fand, 
always foond intermixed with coral ;. which 
fand, being eafieft raifed, will be lodged 
at top. When the fand bank is raifed by 





violent. ftorms,. beyond the. reach. of come 
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mon waves, it becomes a refting place to 
vagrart birds, whom the fearch’ of prey 
draws thither. The dung, feathers, &Xc. 
encreafe the foil, and prepare it for the re- 
ception of accidental@roots, branches and 
feed, cat up by the waves, or brought thi- 
ther by birds. Thus iflands are formed: 
the leaves and rotten branches, iatermix- 
ing with the fand, form in time a light 
black mould, of which, in general thefe 
iflands confift, more fandy, as 'e/s woody ; 
and when full of large trees, wtha great- 
er proportion of mould. | 

Cocoa nuts, continuing Jonz in the fea 
without lJoofing their vegeiable vowers, are 
common!y to be found in fuch ifands ; par- 
ticularly as they are adapted 0 all ijoils, 
whether fandy, rich, or rocky. 

The violence of the waves, muft gene- 
rally be directed to two points, xcording to 
the monioons. 

Hence the iflands formed b the coral 
banks muft be long and narrov, and lie 
nearly ina meridional dire€tion, For even 
fuppofing the banks to be rounl, as they 
feidom are when large, tlie fei, meeting 
moit refiftance in the middle, mut heave up 
the matter in greater quanties there than 
tcwards the extremities: and by the fame 
rule, the ends will be generaly open, or 
at leaft loweft. They will alfo commonly 
have foundings there, as the renans of the 
bank, not accumulated will be udder water. 

Where the coral banks are tot expofed 
to the common monfoon, they will alter 
| their dire@iion: and be either romd, extend 





in parallel, or be of irtegwar forms, 
according to accidental ciftamiftances. 

The interior parts of thefe iflaids, being 
fea, fome times form harbourgcapable of 
receiving veilels of fome burthn, and I 
believe, always abound greatly with fifh ; 
and fuch as I have feen, with nrtle-grafs 
and other fea plants, particulary one {pe- 
cies called by the Scoloos Ganihye, which 
grows in little globules, and i fomewhat 
pungent, as well as acid, to the tifte. 

It need not be repeated, that he ends of 
thefe iflands only are the places to expe& 
foundings ; and they commonly havea fhal- 
low {pit running out from each pint. 

Abdul Roobin’s obfervation points out 
another circumftance, which may be ufeful 
to navigators ; by confideration of the winds 
to which any iflands are mot expoled, 
to form a probable conjecture which fide has 
the deepeft water; and froma view which 
fide has the fhoais, an idea may be formed 
| which winds rage with mof violence.

marriages among them ; whereas the min- 
ilters, are generally poor, and the fees ari- 
fiug from all the marriages which take place 
in their various parifhes, would afford them 
fome real benefit. 

Bat if Juttices would be contented to ftand 
an equal chance with the minifters, they 
would be more juftifiable than fome of them 
now are: for, aétuated by a trifling, child- 
ifh fondnefs, for having it faid that / have 
married fo many pairs, many’ of them will 


not only when called upon to marry a cou~ § 


ple, do it for nothing, but will defcend fo 
low as to give general information, that 
they will not take any thing, in any inftance. 
This condué is angentlemanlike to a high 
degree 3 it is anderfling in a molt unwor- 
thy manner, for merely to gratify his vani- 
ty, the Juftice deflroys the intereft of his 
neighbour, without advancing his own. 

The profits arifing from marriages, have 
ever been confidered as the juft perquifite of 
the clergy ; and he matt poffefs a very con- 
tracted mind, who will by any undue mea- 
fures, deprive them of that perquiiite ; un- 
lefs in cafe of fome particular exigency, for 
which purpofe alone Juftices were invefted 
with the opwer of marrying people.

By diamonds, are defigned the ordr of citizens, 
merchants and tradefmen, carreaux ({quare fiones, 
tiles or the like). The Spaniardi have a coin, 
dineros, which anfwers to it; and te Dutch call 
the French word carreaux, Aicueen, feucs and dia- 
monds from che ferm. 
Trefle, the trefoil leaf, or elover gafs, (corrupt- 
ly calied clubs) alludes to the hufbamimen and pea- 
fants. How this fuit come to be calbe Ciules I can- 
not explain, wniels, borrewing the zame from the 
Spamiards, who have dafos (ftaves oj cluts) inttead 
of the trefoil, we gave the Spanifh ignification to 
the French figure.
